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POWERFUL INDICTMENT AGAINST CIA - 

BOB CONSIDINE: "Hollo everybody — the most powerful indictment 
of a U. S. government bureau I’ve seen in a long time was Senator 
Eugene McCarthy’s glare at the CENTRAL INTELLIGENCE AGENCY in the 
Saturday Evening Post, His point seems well taken when he writes, 
and I quote, ’The CIA modestly hints that it has overthrown foreign 
governments, admits that it violates international law, and does not 
deny that' one of its exploits wrecked a summit conference. The CIA 
in short is making foreign policy,’ the Minnesota Democrat states 
in the Post’s provocative ’Speaking Out* department. ’The CIA,’ he 
continues, ’is assuming the- roles of the President and of the 
Congress. . It has taken on the character of an invisible government, 
answerable only to itself.' 

"The Senator wants to make CIA much more accountable to the 
President and to Congress. It sure has bloomed since it was born, 
of the wartime OSS, when created by Congress In 191+7, at what was
